Mr. Pre- 
vey displayed a most intimate know- 
jedge of the dairy industry and is very 
enthusinstic as to its possibilities and 
also with respect to the beneficial re- 
kults which will follow to the city of 
Edmonton as a consequence of the de- 
velopment of this very important 
branch of agriculture. 

$10,000,000 From Dairy Products. 

Some illuminating figures were giv- 
en on the wonderful advance which 
has been made, particularly in the 
production of butter within the hist 
five or six years and in Which the Ri- 
monton City Dairy has taken a prom- 
inent part. In 1909 the total butter 
production of ‘Alberta was 2,550,000 
vounds, This had grown in 1915 to 
7,400,000 pounds, and Mr. Prevey esti- 
trated the 1916 production at 11,000,- 
400 pounds, The total revenue to the 
farmers of Alberta for butter and 
cream during the present year would, 
he stated, reach the enormous sum of 
$10,000,000, and he believed that in 
the next five years at least five times 
us much butter as is now being pro- 
duced would be mude in Northern Al- 
berta, a district: which, he stated, was 
peculiarly adapted to the dairy indus- 
try.

NEW TUNNEL TO BE 


CALLED CONNAUGHT fie condition, 


Will Give C.P.R. Lowest Grade of 
Any Transcontinental Line 
Through Selkirks 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

MONTREAL, Aug. 10,—His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Conaught, 
governor-general of Canada, -has, at 
the request of Lord Shaughnessy, 
graciously allowed the tunnel which 
the Canadian Pacitic Railway bored 
under the Selkirk Mountains, to be 
named after him, The “Connaught 
tunnel,” which is five miles long and 
double tracked, gives the Canadian 
Pacific Railway the lowest grade of 
any transcontinental line through the 
Bfelkirks, His Royal Highners went 
through this tunne: on July 17 Inst, 
wien the bore had been completed. 

This tunnel was bored in less than 
three years, and, therefore, holds the

OFFENSIVE BEGUN 
NORTH OF DNIESTER 


Letchitzky Takes 15000 Pris- 
oners in the Past Ten 
Days 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
PETROGRAD, via London, 
‘Aug. 10 (9:48 p.m.)—Russian 


troops have forded the Zlota Lipa 
River, in Galicia, east of Stanis- 
lau, in the continuation of their 
progress westward along the 
Monasterzy-Niznioff railway, says 
the official statement of the war 
department this evening. 


PETROGRAD, Aug. 10, via London, 
The town of Stanislau, in Galicia, is 
already within the range of the Rus- 
sian guns, The Russian general 
Letchitzky, losing no time to follow 
up his victory at Tysmienica, has 
pushed westward along the railway, 
and westward along the waggon road, 


and in the latter direction has ap- 
proached to within six miles of 
Stanisiau. Simultaneously he has com- 


menced a drive across the Koropice 
River, and the Yormation of a new line 
of advance north of the Dniester. 

Hitherto General Count Von Both- 
mer had enjoyed more or less protec- 
tion for his right on the Tarnopol 
position from the flooded Dniester. The 
appevrance of Pn, offensive north of 
the Dnieste® wh Ras already car- 
ried the Russians as far west as the 
crossing of the railwhy at Nisznioff, 
twenty miles east of Stanislau, injects 
an entirely new element into the situa- 
tion. With Monasterzyski seriously 
flanked, Géneral Von Bothmer finds 
himself with General Letchitzky in the 
rear of his advanced position along the 
Lipa and in close touch. The Aus- 
trians are vainly trying to stem this 
new advance by desperate counter at- 
tacks, in which the troops engage in 
hand to hand neounters, but ap- 
parently with the net result always 
favoring the Russians. 

The totalling of General Letchitzky’s 
prisoners during the ten days opera- 
tions shows- that he had taken up- 
wards of 15,000, and it is estimated 
that 10,000 more men were put out of 
commission. This would bring the 
grand total of prisoners to General 
Brussiloff's credit since early in June 
to 402,000.

Conference Goes on Record For English Language to be Efficiently 


That English Should be Langu 


of Instruction in All Subjects—Favor Complete Mobilization of 


Canada’s Resources in Men and Material. 


The synod of the Anglican province 
ot Rupert's Land, which will conclude 
its session in Edmonton today, put 
itself o record at the meeting of the 
house of dele s in All Saints school 
room yesterday afternoon on two ques- 
tions of notional interest and import 
wnee: bilingualism and recruiting, de- 
claring in relation to the langua;re 
problem that “it is essential that the 
Minglish Jancusge be efficiently taught 
in the public schools to all elements 
cf the population.” and that “Mog. 
lish should be the ‘anguare of instrue 
tion in all subjects of the elementary 
public schools’ course.’ On the subd- 
ject of enlistment the synod expressed 
itself in approval of any scheme “for 
the complete and effectual mobiliza- 
tion of the entire resources of Can- 
ada in men and material, which should 
be placed unreservedly at the dis- 
posal of ovr country and empire.” 

The decision In regord to recruiting 
was arrived a: practically unanimous- 
lv, but there was a faintly numerous 
Cpposition to that part of the language 
resolution requiring the instructlon to 
he given in Enelieh, and the debate 
was instructive as well as animated. 
Lut while there was this difference of 
opinion on this particular point, the 
rynod was unanimous in the expression 
cf its views as to the necessity of the 


Iinglish language being efficiently 
taught, 
These were the two cutstanding 


public questions discussed at the synod 
yesterday afternoon and evening, the 
remainder of the business being eccle- 
siastica! in its character, 
Bi-Lingualism, 

Rev. Canon Jefferey, Winnipeg, 
moved, and J. G. Dage. Winniper, 
seconded the following resolution: 

“Whereas o considerable number of 
children in western Canada are with- 


out the adyantages of school facilities, | 


and, in many of our schools, children 
are not being taught to speak the Eng- 
lish language, therefore be it resolved, 

“That the synod desires to place 
itself on record at the present junc- 
ture as holding strongly the opinion 
that foe the unification of our people 
and for the progress of their com- 
mercial, social and political life, it is 
essential that the Engtish language be 
efficiently taught in the public schools 
to all the elements of our population, 
and for this purpose English should 
be the language of 
subjects of the elementary public 
schools’ course, 

“That there should be no recogni- 
tion in the statutes of the provinces 
of any language other than the Eng- 
lish language. 

“That a copy of this resolution be 
sent td the minister of education for 
each of the civil provinces included 
within the bounds of this provineial 
synod with a request that the same be 
adopted.” 

Canon Jefferey sald that the resolu 


tion had been proposed at the synod 
of Rupert's Land at Winnipeg 
adopted unanimously by it as well as 
other bodies in the church. Une need 
enly look, suid he, at the way in which 
the church had sent her sons to the 
front in response to the call of kiffe

Widening Farm Woman's Horizon, 

During the course of the conference 
the ladies have taken an able part, 
both by their contributions to . tha 
agenda and in the discussions. @8- 
terday afternoon Mrs. Walter Parlby, 
president of the United Farm Women 
in Alberta, contributed a most valu- 
able address on the organization of 


discugsion 


farm women, and their aims and 
needs, Mrs. Parlby said that ‘the 
problems of the farm women were 


chiefly caused by economic conditions 
and could in no way be divorced from 
the problems of the farmer; in both 
cases they arose from the common 
state of the farmer's banking aceount, 
Which too often showed a deficit on 
the credit sids, and an ever increasing 
row of figures on the debit side. Now, 
the principle riddle farm people were 
trying to solve was how to run a farm 
us it should be run, raise a family, 
and make both ends moet on the lit- 
tie or no profit left, after the middly- 
jaan, the packers, the transportation 
companies and various other interests 
had had their appetites’ appeased. 
When they had found the solution to 
this, she thought that they could take 
it for granted that the man himself 
Would be one of the fiest to lift such of 
the burden as is possible from the 
boulders of his wife, build her a con- 
veniont house, buy her every possible 
labor-saving device, give her an an- 
nual holiday, and the various othor 
necessary things which are now lack- 
ing. From a 20 years experience of 
married life on the land in the west- 
ern country, she had the very strong 
personal conviction that many of the 
term women's so-called problems 
would solve themselves when the time 
urrived and the average farmer had 
his lead well above water, when he 
obtained justice, not patronage, when 
the various dopartments of agricul- 
ture would teach them not only how 
to produce more, but—what was 
equally important—how to get more 
money for what they produced. 


Subject of Organization, 

Coming to the subjéct of the organ- 
ization of farm women, the speaker 
said that one of its chief uses was 
hat it brought women. all over tha 
brovince in contact with each other, 
ond unearthed many intoresting per- 
vonalitics who had been buried on 
some lonely farm for years. ‘There 
were many womon sick at heart from 
the narrow, vuncongenial Hfe of the 
western farm, women who before com- 
ing to a new land had found endless 
uses for their capabilities, but who 
vow felt their energiés pent up within 
the four walls of their home. ‘Chere- 
fore, she thought that the union of 
furm women was really a movement 
from within the women themselves as 
u& reaching-out for larger opportuni- 
ties, To what extont could they. meet 
the needs uf ‘hese women, They Roped 
to provide a medium for organising 
some form of community lifo in the 
rural Aistricts, to bridge the chasin 
which denominational christianity had 
vo far not been able to ‘cross; io 
srasp the opportunities which the rui- 
rol achcol had failed to meet; to show

AN OUTSTANDING 
RURAL PROBLEM 


Need of Better Marketing Facili- 
ties Touched Upon by Speakers 
at City Conference 


Farmers’ Day at the Rural Leader- 


ship conference opened Thurs lay

associations had beea organized in Al- 
berta by Mr. Benson, representative 
of the Dominion government. Hach 
member agreed to sell his or her eggs 
only through the organization, These 
eges were sent to the best market and

ment was forwarded the shipper, 
less the cost of shipping and handling

Control of the Trade 

Most of them were aw of the 
grain commission which operated un- 
der the direction of the Dominion gov- 
ernment in the interests of the trade, 
and exercised very great powers In the 
control of the trade. 

The department of agriculture op- 
erate a marketing service in connec 
tion with the butter trade, and all 
creameries desiring to avail Chemselves 
of this market, could, by signing an 
ngreement with the department, have 
their butter marketed through the 
branch, The butter is shipped direet 
to the dairy commission at Calgary, 
where it is put in eold storage, grad- 
ed and may be soi *mmediately or 
hell for a better price. 

This year the department hoped to 
organize the timothy growers of Al- 
berta so that it would be possible for 
them to put their seed on the market 


on ou good basis. The seed will be 
shipped to t internal elevator at 
Calgary, whe it will be cleaned, offi- 
cially inspeeted and graded, and car 


load shipments made up and sent out 
to Toronto and Montreal where the 
marketing will be supervised by a 
representative of the department, 

The meat trade of Western Canada 
was perhaps in the worst need of or- 
ganization from a farmer's standpoint, 
iy its nature it lent itself to mo 
opoly with the result that the trade 
was now in the hands of two or three 
firms and it did not require much ar- 
ftument to convince one that condi- 
tions might be improved. They had 
to endeavour to reach a place where 
they would have in livestock as in the 
xrain trade—fewer middlemen, with a 
steadier market and above all, pay- 
ment on a quality basis, 

After dealing with other sides of the 
question the speaker said that it was 
to consid the question of 
marketing organizations, But they 
should not be developed too fast, but 
allowed to start only where there was 
a real demand, Then they could grow 
from small proportions as conditions

We might talk for years 
changing hospital regulations, but 
nothing worth while could be done, 
until the form of administration was 
changed, Conditions in Calgary were 
much the same, and the women of the 
province, and the men, too, should 
unite in insisting that the provincial 
government cancel these charters, and 
permit the municipalities to take over 
their own property and administer it 
in conformity with the plans for a 
provincial system of free public hos- 
pitals, which would shortly be = de- 
manded by the people throughout the 
province. 

System of Training Nurses. 

Mrs, Davidson also referred to our 
present system of training nurses, Our 
public hospitals were the only train- 
ing schools, and the lives of the 
patients depended on the care of raw 
probationers, with no knowledge of 
physiology, Anatomy or chemistry, 
under inadequate supervision, In the 
name of education the public was tak- 
Ing the labor of these women at the 
sweatshop price of less than 5e per 
working hour, and worked them on a 
12-hour shift, seven days a week, 
to keep down expenses. Such a con- 
dition would not be tolerated under 
public, responsible administration, 

The aim of the hospital training 
school seemed to be to turn out train- 
ed women for private practice for the 
benefit of people who could afford to 
pay high fees for private service out-

ALBERTA GOVERNMENT AND ~ 
C.P.R. CO-OPERATE IN THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF SEDGEWICK 


Benefit of Co-Operation Can be Seen in Some of the Features of the 
air in This Prosperous ¥ 
Community

At the Sedgewick fair on Tuesday 
the beneficial educative effect and 
practical co-operation of the All erta 


government's demonstration farm and 
the C.P.R’s plan of ready made farms 
and their live stock loan system was 
shown in the marked improvement in 
the quality of the exhibits of grains, 
grasses and live stock. A score or 
more farmer's own autos were ranged 
along the side lines during the pro- 
gress of the ball games. Even the 
auto drivers, however, forgot their 
new style mounts in the excitement of 
watching the horso races. Several of 
the autos were operated by the wives 
or daughters of the well-to-do farmers 
of this district. 

The auto, by the way, is not alto- 
gether a luxury with the farmers. It 
is a time-saving necessity for the set- 
tler far from town and a money mak- 
ing utility for the prosperous farmer 
who has heavy work horses for his 
broad acres of grain flelds. He can 
afford an auto, and it pays better to 
use an auto to run about than to 
stop the horses working in the fields. 
The roads are good and the auto users 
will now endorse the better roads’ 
campaign, 

320 Acres of Crop. 


The demonstration farm of 640 
acres has 320 acres of extra good crop 
showing the value of scientific tillage. 
It is stocked with 64 head of pure- 
bred shorthorns, headed by the fam- 
ous bull “Director”; 15 grade Hol- 
steins, and several dual purpose cows, 
and Clyde horses. George Brown is 
manager of the demonstration farm. 
He and others told The Bulletin repre- 
sentative of the great educational 
value the farm had been to the dis- 
trict, especially in setting an example 
in the value of proper tillage of the 
soil 

The field of 12 acres of fodder corn 
and the rape pasture are of special 
interest to visitors. Mr, Brown told 
how 3% acres sown to rape last year 
pastured 43 hogs and 23 sheep, and 
all through the winter the sheep *con- 
tinued to pasture on the rape. For 
hog pasture he advises barley for early 
and rape for late pasture, with each 
fenced separately. 


Loaned to Farmer, 


On one of the prize-winning cattle 
shown at the fair was noticed a 
peculiar btand, which read T, 32 C. P. 
RK. and lazy P. Therein lies the key 
to the story of how the C, P. R. have 
helped to develop the live stock of 
this district. T. 32 is the record num- 
ver of the animal, and the .C, .’. Th, 
brand indicates that the cow in ques- 
tion had been loaned to a farmer, who 
save a note bearing 6 per cent. interst. 
There was no need of a registered Hien 
note, for the brand is prima _ facie 
evidence of ownership of the cow bx 
the C. P. R. When the note and 
interest was paid the farmer received 
back the note cancelled, with a paid 
stamp, and his title to the ownership 
of the cow was vindicated by the appli- 
cation to the cow of the brand lazy 
P. Then the farmer may affix his 
own registered brand upon the cow. 
The C.P.R. also lets the farmers of its 
colony have free use of pure bred 
bulls. 

Through the courtesy of D. W. 
Moore, colony inspector of the C.P.R, 
land department, The Bulletin repre- 
sentative secured a few typical stories 
of progress of these settlers on C.P.R. 
ready-made farms. 

To the south of Sedgewick there are 
122 ready-made frams, and to the 
north are 70 loan farms, 

The farms were partly tilled, fenc- 
ed and improved with well and farm 
buildings before being sold to the set- 
tler. The loan farms were sold to the 
settler, who borrowed $2,000 with 
Winch tu erect buildings and equip 
his farm. . 

Some Hall Damage. 

On these 192 farms there is an aver- 
age of 100 acres of crop, as good as 
last year, but two weeks later, un- 
fortunately, some of these farms have 
been hailed, with damage estimated 
at from 60 to 100 per cent. About 
8-5 of those hailed carried hail in- 
surance of $10 per acre. 

The crops in 1914 averaged about 
89 bushels of wheat per acre with 
yields varying from 20 to 62 bushels. 
In 1915 the average was 40 bushels 
per acre, and every man had a good 
crop. In 1916 the prospects are for 
35 bushels with an increase of 7% % 
in acreage over last year, but a handi- 
cap of hail in a comparatively nar- 
row area, 

For 1917 there is a prospect of an 
Increase of 25 per cent in acreage: 


The 192 farmers of the C.P.R. 
colony have on an average from 8 
to 10 horses, from 15 to 30 head of 


cattle, a brood sow and litter of pigs. 
The number of pigs decreased with 
the drop in pork and the rise in grain 
prices, 

Many of these farms are operated 
by men of experience in the old coun- 
try or the Umited States, Half of 
them are now on easy street, and If 
1916 crop is harvested safely, 30 per 


cent more will be in) easy circum- 
btances, 
A. Gillies, of C.P.R, farm 24, ar- 


rived here five yeary ago and started 
with oxen. He has now 15 head of 
vorses and won 3 firsts, 3 seconds and 
2 thirds at the Sedgewick fair thia 
year, Last year his wheat averaged 
85 bushels per acre and this year he 
has 120 acres of crop 

A homesteader who lives 6 miles 
south of Lougheed located 10 years 
ago, and all his crops have been good. 
Hail hit lis place twice in 10 years, 
once damaging 15 acres out of 159 
acres, and another time he was all 
bailed out. He has never had frozen 
grain, He specializes in Percherons, 

E. Messery, 5 miles 8.K, of Sedge- 
wick, came from Jersey island in the 
English Channel. He has 700 acies 
of grain and his wheat will average 
$06 bushels per acre. He raises pure 
bred Suffolk sheep. He finds coyotes 
troublesome, but fences his pastures, 
He has 15 head of pure bred Aber- 
deen Angus cattle and full equipment 
of farm: horses and machinery. His 
tarn is 40 by 80 feet. He won 6 firsts, 
6 seconds and 1 third at this fair. 

Chas Ball, of ready-made C.P.F°. 
farm No, 91 and 92, farms 640 acres, 
12 miles south of Sedgewick. Prevli- 
ous to coming here 6 years ago from 
Worcestershire, England, he was a 
tenant farmer, paying a yearly rent of 
$4,500 in the old country for 21 years, 
yet unable to buy it. He heard ». 


a 


Canada and decided to come to Alberta 
and own a farm of his own He likes 
this country better than the old land 
and says the half of the good was not 
told him by those who induced him 
to come to Canada. He brought here 
$60,000 whieh he invested in a square 
mile of prairie and stocked it with 
dairy cattle, sheep, hogs, and brood 
tnares. He says ull other countries 
have to take their hats off to Westecn 
Canada, He has grown luxuriant 
vetches, peas and corn, 7 to 8 tons 
rer acre. #e bas 10 acres of roots 
and garden truck. From_ his dairy 
herd he ships cream to tde E.C.D., and 
his monthly sheques provide a regular 
cash revenue, e crops 400 acres of 
bis own and leases 200 acres from a 
neighbor. He has 82 head of horses, 
mares and colts, many of which are 
tegistered Clydes; 50 head of cattle, 
Shorthorns, Ayrshires and grades, 490 
head of Shropshire sheep, 60 head of 
Berkshire hogs and 200 poultry. His 
farm buildings cost over $10,000, At 
this fair he won 18 firsts, 6 seconds, 
end 2 thirds. Though prosperous, he 
works hard and declares this Is a 
workingman’s country, for the man 
who works will soon become prosper- 
cus, 

George Propst, east gf Lcugheed on 
C.P.R, ready-made form No, 110, came 
bere from the United States with his 
wife, family and mother-in-law. He 
had 8 horses, a cow, a walking plow, 
end a set of harrows, and after mak- 
ing his first payment he had only $73 
in cash in October, 1912. He worked 
for a neighbor who supplied seed and 
harvested his 1913 crop. All the fam- 
ly have worked hard and prospered, 
so that now at the end of three years 
they have 22 head of cattle, of which 
13 are milch cows, the cream from 
which is sold to the E.C.D, His orl- 
ginal lot of horses are deed, but he hay 
7 new horses, some of which cost $200 
each. On January Ist, 1916, Mr, 
Propst did not owe a cent, and his 
lond was free of debt. Upon his ar- 
tival, the C.P.R. had given him a loan 
of $300 worth of cattle, and this his 
been all repaid with 6 per cent inter- 
est. His ‘s a case where hard work 
end perseverance has overcome diffi- 
culties that a few years ago seemed un- 
sLrmountable, 

TThe Alberta Farmers Co-Operative 
levator company loaned one of their 
portable grangries which was utilized 
by the capable and courteous secre- 
tary of the fair as his offices during 
the fair, 

The Lacombe experimental farm 
lad a practical and complete exhibit 
of devices and tixtures for farm bitild- 
ings and equipment of the cvtillty type. 
Not only was much lUterature given 
tree to the visitors, but names wers 
taken for addition to the mailing list 
lor regular publications as issued. 

The live stock exhibit was all of 
food quality and by unanimous ver- 
dict the best ever shown here, Com- 
petition was keen in Polled Angus cat- 
tle betweer W. R. Stewart of Hastings 
Coulee and’ Mr. Messervy, of Sedge- 
wick, 8. C, Swift, of Viking, had a fine 
exhibit of swine. 

W. R. Lowes, who judged horses 
here this for the third year, says this 
is the best exhibit Sedgewick has ever 
had and most of the exhibits were 
local. He commented favorably on 
the 4 Clyde stallions, the 2 Percheron 
stallions, and the brood mares with 
their foals, 

With such a prosperous tributary 
territory it is no wonder the town of 
Sedgewick his a thriving population 
of 400, with 3 teachers in their public 
school, The population of this 10- 
year-old town is increasing so rapidiy 
that a new $3,000 school addition is 
now building. Methodist and Angli- 
can churches are represented, Three 
thousand dollars is being spent this 
year on sidewalks by the municipality, 
the council af which are Reeve HH. 
Dreany, R. H. Mills and E, D, LeRiche. 
The town constable enjoyed the holiday 
and reports practically no police work 
to do since Alberta has gone dry. 

The thriving Sedgewick Sentinel hos 
made several cditcerial comments on 
the benefits arising from prohibition, 
and the editor says that even the old 
time drinkers make no lament but 
aather rejoice in the changed condi- 
tions and attending increased prospsc- 
ity of the community.
